Metal towers reportei to be located between PARNU and Lake 
VOxTS could not be identified on photography. Photographic 
coverage of the entire area was not available and scattered 
clouds un that which was available limited the scan. 


2 LEPAYA Area (56932'N - 21900'2) 

Vertical coverage was of good quality with no cloud cover. 
Oblique coverage had cloud cover of approximately 50 per cent. 
Military installations could be identified sn both vertical and 
oblique coverage. Mo launching towers, other steel girder type 
construct om, or missile facilities could be identified. 


3- MAZEIKTAT Area (56°18'M - 22°02'E) 
This area was covered with good quality photography. No 
missile or military facilities could be identified. 


4. MIKELDAKA Area (57°36'H ~ 21°58'E) 

Light scattered clouds precluded a complete study of this 
area. A possible military installation vas discovered on the 
photography but no missile-associated activity could be identified. 


9: KOLKASRAGS Peninsula (57°40'N -. 27922'E) and DUNDAGA 
Area (57°30'H - 20°28'2) 
No military areas or misgile facilities could be identified 
in this area. The entire area was covered by very light scattered 
clouds. 


G. PAPES Area (56°1O'N - 22°01'E) 
No military or missile associated activities could be identified 
in this area. Light scattered clowds existed on available photography . 


7. RIGA Area (56°57'H - 24°05'z) 
Military activity wae evident in the RIGA Area, but no missile- 
ass.ciated activity could be identified. 
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8. CARNIKAVA (ZARNIKOV) Area (57°08'N ~ 24°16'R) 
A large military training area exists at this location. Mo 
missile activity could be identified. 


9. UZAVA Area (57°R4'N - 21°96") and VEN? SPILS 
Area (57°23'M - 21°34'z) 
No military activity other than that reported in BTA/N34/57 
could be identified. Light scattered clouds exist on oblique 
photography .

Military activity exists in the PILLAU Area. Wo uissile 
activity other than a rail spur site previously reported could 
be identified. Ho interpretation of the FISCHHAUSEN Area vas 
possible as it was completely cloud covered. 


13. SAMLAND Peninsula (54°50'H - 20°15'E) and 
BRUESEERORE Area (54°55'N - 19°57°E) 
oll gam eee agpagogl Bg storage area was identified on the 
Peninaula. No evidence of possible missile activity could 
de identified other than railroad sites reported in HTA-MQu-57.. 
The BRUBSTERORT Area is not covered by photography. 


1h. KALININGRAD AREA (54°55'N - 20°30'R) 
cloud cover obscures most of the area. No missile 
activity could be identified in the area that could be studied. 
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
